Good Advice to Persons Who Have Been 


Bitten and Fear Hydrophobia. 


"If you nre liitten by a dog, don't kill 


the beast, but take every precaution to let 
him Ihc for a few days at least." 


Professor Logoria, chief of tho Pastern 


institute in Chicago, iinulo this statement 
to a reporter, ant! he is supposed to be an 
authority. 


"It is a great mistake people make," he 


said, "to start in at onco to kill a dog that 
has bitten them, or have it killed. It lias 
beanjprovod scientifically, aud is,a(lijiittoiJ« 
inoVby nil physicians \vto pro posted,,tlial, 
hydrophobia is'(r>bt:rt'sj>or]t&rieou§ disease 
and cannot bo given to a person by a dog 
bite unless the dog be mad when it causes 
tho wound. The dog's condition, if it be 
mad, will bo manifested within two days, 
or two weeks at the latest. By permit 
ting it to live, therefore, the physicians 
can tell definitely whether the person bit- 
ten ib liable to have hydrophobia. If the 
dog goes mad within that time they know 
the person bitten may be inoculated with 
tho same dread disease, and mny have T.;C 
same fate. 
IX the dog does not go triad, 


then there is no fear of hydrophobia, and 
tho vrouod can be treated as any othei 
wound would be. By killing the dog you 
destroy the chance of certainty as to tht 
fate of the person bitten aud lea\ e the im 
agination full rein to fear tho worst re 
suits, wlson it might have been possible to 
know in advance that hydrophobia was 
impossible. 


"Of course," continued the doctor, 


"there are exceptions to thu rule that will 
suggest themselves to portons. When a 
dog is so vicious that to leave it alive is to 
endanger other people, then tho first duty 
would bo to destroy it unless it could be 
carefully secluded whore the possibility of 
harm woulj bo removed. But even in 
such cases whoro the dog is killed it should 
bo done by u physician, who should keep a 
portion of the brain, by which cau be de- 
termined whether the dog had rabies 01 
not."—Chicago Tribune.

James White. 


Died, at his home on Main street early 


Tuesday morning, Hon. James White, 
treasurer of Williams college. Mr. White 
had been ailing for about three years, but 
had attended to his duties as treasurer 
until about a year ago when he was 
obliged to give up. He was cared for by 
Dr. Paddock of Pittsfield and everything 
that could be done for his comfort was 
done, but death, caused by cancer of the 
stomach, came Tuesday morning, a little 
before 2 o'clock.- 


James White was born at Hinsdale July 


9, 1S2S, the son of Joseph and Sophia 
H. White. He was a direct descendant of 
Fcrigrine White, who was the first male 
child born to the Pilgrims after their 
landing. Asa boy he entered Williston 
seminary at Eastharupton at the age of 
fifteen and was graduated in the class of 
1847. 
In tho fall cf'47 he entered Wil- 


liams 
college 
and 
soon 
ranked 


among the first men of his 
class. 


Mr. White graduated from Williams in 


1851 with high honors. 
While in college 


he was a member of the Delta Upsilon 
fraternity and since his graduation has 
been a valuable alumnus. After his grad- 
uation he taught two years in Willistou 
and as he had decided to study for the 
ministry he entered the Andover Theo- 
logical seminary but on account of poor 
health he remained there only two years. 
In 1S55 he went to Boston and obtaiped 
employment as salesman in the dry goods 
house of White, Brown and Davis. 
At 


the end of nine years he was made a part- 
ner and the firm changed to White,Brown 
and company. Mr. White was'married 
in 1856 to Miss Harriet Cornelia, daugh- 
ter of Dr. B.P. Kittridge. Two • children 
were born to them, Miss Elizabeth Davis 
who graduated from Wellesley in the class 
of 1881 and Frank Kittridge who gradu- 
ated from Williams in the class of 1890. 
Mr. White was a member of the lower 
house of the Massachusetts legislature 
during '76 and '77 and was a, member of 
the senate in '78 and '79. He then retired 
to a private life until called to the treas- 
ureship of Williams college. The funeral 
will take place from the house Thursday 
morning at 11 o'clock, and will be con- 
ducted by Rev. William Slide. The inter- 
ment will be in the family lot at Hinsdale 
to which place the remains will be taken 
Thurday afternoon by Undertaker Evans.

THAT NEW CITY HALL. 


A Reader Analyzes Some Silly and Falla- 


cious Charges. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT—For the last three 


months the Evening Herald,.like a public 
sewer, has discharged its stream of filthy 
abuse against every public official of the 
town of North Adams. 'The selectmen, 
school commutes, roadcojajniesioneM, ac- 
cording to its columns, arc all rascals or 
fools. The manifest purriofle of this pol- 
icy, of course, is the samekhat prompted 
the proprietor of that paper a short time 
ago to print bawdy and, vile advertise- 
ments, viz: to make money, to sell papers. 


The garbled article in reference to the 


new city hall is another illustration of the 
motive that impels the pajpsr. 


In the first place the new city hall build- 


ings are not nearly completed. Th e small 
building on the south is to be taken down> 
the wall next the wall is fa be lowered, the 
triangular piece next to the depot grounds 
seeded down and the buildings painted. 
Any photographer knows that the illus- 
tration shown is taken from the poorest 
possible point of view and is not designed 
to give a fair view of the structure. 


Then again, the views of other city 


buildings are unaccompanied with any 
statement of the cost of the same, with a 
view to mislead the reader and prevent 
him from making a correct comparison. 
For instance the cost of the city hall 
building at Holyoke, according to the 
last municipal register of that city is $390,- 
000. 
The editor of the Evening Herald 


says: "The town is now burdened with 
debt, has a tax rate of |23.30." 
"* •• 


"Under such a condition of affairs is it a 
part of wisdom to pay Mr. Houghton 
|30,000 for a remodeled barn," etc? But 
the Herald compares thiit building with 
the city hall of Holyoke, which cost $390,- 
003. In other words we don't want a 
building which costs 580 000, because our 
taxes are $23.30, but we want a building 
like that Holyoke has, Which cost IJ390,- 
008. 
That is Herald lojjic. Again, the 


Herald compares the city hall property 
with the Arnold property on Eagle street, 
which it says was sold lor $21,500. The 
fact is that that property cost some time 
ago $22,000 and is now not in the market 
and cannot be bought for any price. Since 
the Eagle street property was bought be- 
tween $6,009 and $7,000 have been ex- 
pended upon it. The building is of wood, 
has not steam heat and is not fit in any 
;ay fora public buildiig. If the Herald 
desired to be fair in its^'«emparison why 
did it not instance the property on Bank 
stioe^ recently purchased byjthe St. Jean 
de Baptiste society for ?17,000.' This build- 
ing is of wood, nn old building, with not 
half the land, floor space orrenting capac- 
ity that the proposed city hall building 
poisesses. Will the editor of the Evening 
Herald please mention some real estate in 
town that is as accessing with (an equal 
amount of floor »paceftnt| an equal renting 
capacity that the proposed city build- 
ings have lhat.can be bought at, the pres- 
ent time for $30,000. If the Herald knows 
of such property it ought to state where it 
is for the benefit of pnl)J|c. 


Again the Herald says that, in "justice 


to Mr. Houghton" it should state that the 
sum of $1909 will be realized from a ren- 
tal of the building. Now if the Herald 
desired to be honest in this matter why 
did it not state the facts as they are. The 
town now pays' $700 per year for 
tho 


rooms it occupies and the county offers 
$900 per year for the proposed district 
court rooms. But what about the upper 
floors of the building? There is the same 
floor space in the uppsr story as on the 
ground floor. Why does the Herald leave 
the upper floor out of the calculation? 
If the lower floor commands $1600 per 
year r^nt, then the upper floor 'is''worth 
at least $1400. There is room enough up 
there for the fire district officers, 
the 


school committco and the mayor and 
common council. Here is an income of 
$3000 instead of $1900 as the Herald figures 
it. Why does the Herald misstate facts? 
Is it in order to mislead the people and 
sell papers? 


If the town should buy the proposed 


property as the finance committee hava 
unanimously voted and borrow the money 
at the same rate, as it undoubtedly could 
do, it would have to pay- $1050 per year 
for interest and would receive an income 
of at least $3000, leavicg n balance of 
$1950 per year as surplus. If this surplus 
should be placed on interest :n a few years 
it would pay for the buildings. The build- 
ings would soon payfor themselves. Is this a 
good or poor inveitaient? 
We advise the 


Herald to ask some grammar school boy 
his opinion on this matter. 
In other 


words, the rental that the city would re- 
ceive from the county would almost pay 
the interest on the wltole cost of the build- 
ings- The buildings are thoroughly and 
substantially built and will last for a, good 
many years. Property in town is increas- 
ing in value every year. Does any person 
not devoid of understanding imagine that 
the city would have any difficulty of sell- 
ing such property at more than the pur- 
chase price in ten years from now? 


The Herald says that the people have 


been "waiting in vain for the finance com- 
mittee to call a special town meeting" to 
see whether the voters will buy tU« prop- 
erty. Nobody but a fool would expect 
that the voters would be called together 
to vote whether or not thejr should buy 
buildings half finished. When the build- 
ings are finished undoubtedly an opportu- 
nity will be given to the voters of the 
town to inspect the property from cellar 
to garret. Then after proper notice the 
voters will have an opportunity to say 
whether they will purchase the property 
or not. 


If the editor of the Evening Herald pro- 


poses to pose as a public critic, let me 
advise him to try and be honest, if he can- 
not, be logical. Let him stop printing im- 


r.'.l advertisemets and shut off that 


stream of vituperation which has been 
pouring out against aJmost every public 
official of the town. Otherwise his paper 
Will no longer be termed the " Evening 
Herald" but the "Evening Sewer."

The balloon race, which occurred be- 


tween 5 and 6 o'clock, was an interesting 
feature of the day's events. 
Hot-air 


balloons were used, one belonging to the 
New York Balloon company, which, sent 
up a baloon here on L»bor day two years 
ago, and the other to Prof. Cunningham 
of Glens Falls, N. Y. Prof. Mott went up 
with Prof. Cunningham's balloon, and 
Miss Maud DeHaven with the New York 
Balloon company's. The conditions were 
perfect for this event. The breeze, which 
hsid been quite strong, had almost died 
away, and the atmosphere could not be in 
better condition for an aerial voyage. 
The balloons were filled just west of the 
hall, and a great throng surrounded them 
as the process went on. There was no 
lack of strong hands to hold the air-ships 
down when they began to try at the ropes, 
andastHe time for fending them away 
approached the o.rowd and the interest 
momentarily increased. 


At last all was ready. 
The word was 


given to "let go," and away into the air 
shot the balloons practically at the same 
instant. They sped upwards perhaps 2,000 
feet and floated slowly eastward, and ap- 
peared for a time to stand almost still. 
The aeronauts sitting upon their slender 
perches could be plainly seen, although 
they looked very small. Prof. Mott went 
somewhat higher than Miss DeHaven. 
Finally a pistol was discharged, the par- 
achutes were cut loose from the baloons 
and the descent was begun. 
Both aero- 


nauts landed safely and not far apart east 
of the cemetery and were at once driven 
back to the fair grounds. It was thought 
the baloons were coming down in the 
cemetery, and Sexton Orr with one helper 
had a lively tussle to keep a great crowd 
from rushing pell-mell through the cem- 
etery to be present at the landing. Noth- 
ing finer in the way of ascensions and de- 
scents could have been asked for and all 
were highly gratified with this part of the 
excellent program. 


W. C. "Williamson, formerly manager of 


the New York Baloon company, died 
about a. month ago and his widow is now 
in charge of the business. 
She was on 


the grounds yesterday and personally 
superintended all the preparations for the 
ascension of her aeronaut, who, although 
going by the name of Miss DeHaven, is 
not the same person who make an ascen- 
sion here two years ago under the same 
name.

MAY SAVE COUNTLESS LIVES 


A Drag Anchor Made of Canvas to Hold a 


Vessel's Head to the Sea. 


L. M. Fnrmau, a practical t>eaman, 


has invented a drap; or sea anchor which 
combines both simplicity and efficiency 
and will doubtless be adopted by seago- 
ing vessels. 


It' is a largo bag mads of strong can- 


vas attached, to an iron ring about 10 
feet iu diameter. This flrag is put over 
the •ttealher bow cf (Lo vessel, with sev- 
eral hundred feet of rope, and permit- 
ted to sink aboot 13 or ID ieot below tho 
surface of tho water. This is ensily reg- 
ulated by a small buoy attached to tho 
drag with line of, that length. The can- 
vas bag sinks below the base of the 
waves, consaqueutly tho rollers, which 
drive the vessel leeward, Iiavo uo effect 
upon the drag, which, filled with wa- 
ter, keeps the ship head on to tho sea 
constantly. 
Ihevot^el c:muot f;ill off, 


aud it is safe to say had tbe Colirna had 
this simple contrivance the frightful 
disaster might have been averted. 


"Whcii it is desired to pall (he drag 


aboaid the "tripping lines" which run 
through small rings 011 the iron frame 
and around (he bag aie pulled. 
This 


draws tho canvas into a small compass, 
turning the whole contrivance sidewise 
and causing it to be easily hauled 
through tho water up (o tho surface and 
then to the bow of tho vessel. 
When 


not spread it is so small that it may be 
lowered over the side of the ship in the 
hardest blow, as it is simply taken uf 
by hand arid throv. n into the sea, when 
it opens and begins to pull 011 the bow 
of tho steamer.—Sail Francisco Call. 


A PROGRESSIVE REPUBLIC. 


Rapid Growth of the Population and Fotver 


of Argentina. 


Some Oi the figures of the new census 


of the Argentine Republic that has heea 
talien this summer have been received. 
It appears from them that tho growth 
of the country has been steady aud rap- 
id during the past quarter of a century, 
and that next to Brazil it is now tha 
most populous, as it is the most pros- 
perous, of all the countries of South 
America. 


When the la^t Argentine census was 


taken, So years ago, tho population was 
1,787,000, but withm that time it has 
risen to 1,750,000, according to the sta- 
tistics of the new census. 
The increase 


has been over 3,000,000, sjid it is going 
.on, in theso years, at a, rate surpassing 
that of any previous period in Argentine 
history. 
This is a remarkable record, 


without :v parallel m the annals of 
South America.. The population greatly 
exceeds that of Chile, vvth its a,000,000 
inhabitants, or that of Pern or Vene- 
zuela or Bolivia or Colombia, while it 
is three or four times greater than that 
of the lessor republics, Ecuador, Para- 
guay aud Uruguay. It is one-third RS 
largo as that of Brazil, (he inost impor- 
tant of all the couutiies of the South 
American continent. 
Since the year of 


.the census preceding that of this sum- 
mer Argentine has taken its place nest 
to Brazil.—New York Sun.

as tn the uso of any suchA-ebicle at that 
timo. (Joe hundred and twenty years or 
so later there was, exhibited before the 
French court a manumotive carriage of 
several hundred pounds weight, hut the 
bicycle C.ID s-carcely have grown from that 
It was much nearer our own timo that the 
•first genuine bicycle wns invented. It was 
quite "the fashion to ride such a vehirle in 
England in 1S1M. The n«w invention was 
variously called the "dandy hors" " thf 
"hobby horse'1 and 
the "velocipede."

A Ceremony That Has Been Performed bj 


Salt Workers For Centuries. 


Halle, tlie little German saltmaking 


city whose inhabitants are supposed to lie 
descecUecl from an early race of different 
blood Irom the moctarrr Germans, has a 
curious fete of its own, which has been 
celebrated 
annually (or many centu- 


ries. On that day the masters and the 
ealtinakers, clad in red mantles, follow to 
church the cake of tho feast, bornf aloft 
by a youth accoinpanisi^y his sweetheart. 
After the religions rites follow a banquot, 
and a dance lo tho music of instruments 
tspecirilly devoted to the purpose. 


The fete orisdnated iu an incident that 


took place so long ago that the^very date 
has Iwou lost. A mill belonging to th'n 
commuiio was burned, arjcl the family of 
the miller was saved by the salt workers. 
When tho mill was rebuilt, the coiiiniunu 
voted to the salt boilers, in perpetuity etn 
annual cake of 100 pounds to be blessed, 
carried in procession nnd then eat'eu sol- 
emnly to the nmsic of drums uml fifes. 


The ceremony had been going on thug 


for generations when iu 1376 there was a 
new fire in the oity which 'destroyed the 
city hall, but spared the salt works and 
the dwellings. 
Then tho pious uoiuinuno 


adopted a resolution -thanking God for 
what ho had spared .and declaring that 
thereafter the cuke fonror and tho salt 
masters and their men should mako tlio 
procession clad not in ,bhick as formerly, 
hut in tunics of ardent red, with plumes 
of the same color in then1 caps. The date 
of the feto was also changed from St. Pe- 
ter's and at. Paul's day to St.'Johtf s day,

Together 
with seven or eight companions the doc- 
tor went fishing on tho Missouri river onu 
day, and after dark, ami while in the com- 
pany of tieorgB Harvey, James Triplet6 
and Jako Crowloy. a negro, he clisappcareil.

tively that they witnessed his drowning 
while rowing in a, ileaky boat, but, after it 
strict search his body could not. be recov- 
ered. Some three or four mouths previous, 
he t»egan loading up with life insurance, 
taking $10,000 in tlie Kansas Mutual Life, 
company of Topeka; $15.0011 in the Han- 
ford Life and Annuity i>f Hurt ford; $!.">,- 
(100 in the Providence Life of New York;

insurance companies held it conference 
and discovered thiifc while tho doctor's in- 
come was only about $1800 a, year, his 
premiums amounted to $1000 annually. 

George Harvey, James Harry 
and Jamos Triplet*, who swore to having 
witnessed Fraker's death,, were men of 
bad character, Harry being arrested only 
the other day in eastern Missouri on a 
charge of having committed burglary in 
New Mexico. Triplet* was it well-known 
character in Indian Territory, ami is said 
to have been drowned a short time ago. 


Before going on his fishing excursion, 


Frakerhadttraw.n ail his money from tho 
bank, saying h» was about suing to Cali- 
fornia to brinf home the orphan children 
of his deceased uncle.

ORIGIN OF THE DOG. 


Somo Interesting: Information About Man'c 


Faithful Conine Friend. 


There soemfi to be a strong leaning among 


naturalists to the theory that our numer- 
ous varieties of domesticated dogs are de- 
scended not from » single species, but from 
several kinds of wild animals—as, for in- 
stance, tho wolf and the jackal. 


There are recorded examples of tamed 


wolves, which in gentleness, love fortlieir 
masters and intelligence showed a truly 
doglikc capacity. With regard to tamed 
jackals, Darwin has pointed out that, 
when caressed, they jump about for joy, 
wag their tails, lower their ears, lick their 
master's hands, crouch down, and evrn 
throw themselves on tho ground, feet up- 
ward. 
When frightened, they carry their 


lail.s between their legs. 


On tlie other hand, it, is understood 


that, whatever animal wo may consider 
his progenitor, the domestication of the 
dog began at an epoch excettdinglyremoto. 
Tho fossil j'yiimins of a large dog have been 
found in tertiary deposits, and there is no 
doubt that the, dog existed in tt domesti- 
cated state during prehistoric times. His 
bones are discovered ill the. shell heaps of 
Denmark and in the Jako dwellings of 
Switzerland. 


The, dog mee.ts us in the dawn of his- 


tory, for such varieties as the hound, grey- 
hound and walehdogare depicted on Egyp- 
tian monuments ."i.OUO yuarsold. It, is well 
known that in Kfrypt the dojr was wor 
filliped under the tnle of Anubis, and (tiiji 
mummies have, been found. 
There, is a 


mastiff llgurud on an Assyrian sculpture 
belonging to f, 10 li. C. 


The, 
fact is often overlooked that dojjs 


were used by the. Greeks and Romans not 
only in the i;h:,,e and hunting down es- 
caped prisoners, but for war, being armed 
for that purpose not, only with spiked col- 
lar?,, but with acoatof mail. It is said that 
Corinth was on one uceasion saved bv i><! 
war doi^s, whieh foiled a night attack ot 
the enemy, ti^btinjj until all were killed 
but "tie, which succeeded in arousing tlii! 
garrison. 


It is worth noting that, according to 


Roma naturalist.-,, tho Newfoundland and 
St. Bernard dogs form a group by them- 
selves, derived neither from wolves noi 
jackals, lull from a distinct species of pro- 
genitors. It is a disputed question wheth- 
er tho Newfoundland dog- is indigenous to 
North America or was introduced oithui 
by the Norwegians in the /ear 1000 or by 
Cabot, in 14!»7. 
Hearing on this question 


is tho interesting fact that the Norwegians, 
have dogs closely resembling the New- 
foundland bri'i'd. 
The Dingo dog of Aus- 


tralia docs certainly seem to constitute a 
distinct indigenous species, sine.- it is now 
lountl in both a wild and a domesticated 
stain in that country, and its fossil ro 
main:, arc associated with those of extinct 
mammal.s.—Philadelphia Times.

I'ast Week Has Been Very Favorable 


For Growing and Uipening. 


Wells and Streams In Maine 


Reported Very Low. 


Considerable Frost In Northern Sections but 


No Groat Damage Done. 


BOSTON, Sept. 3.—The New England 


weather bureau issued the follo%viug bul- 
letin for the week ending Sept. 1: 


Favorable growing and ripening weather 


has prevailed over the greater part of New 
England during the week just passed, and 
much harvesting has been done. From 
one-half inch to one inch of rain fell in 
frequent showers in northern sections, 
and the top of the ground is well wet 
down, although streams and wells are 
said to be unusually low in many sections. 
Iu south central New Hampshire, the 
showers on the '-'9th and Hist were very 
heavy, almost 2)4 inches falling in the 
two showers at Saubornton, in Belknap 
county. Farther south in the same state, 
aud also over the three southern states, 
from one-fourth to three-fourths inch, of 
water fell during tho wee.k. On tho morn- 
ing of tho 1st there was considerable frost 
in northern Maine, with the mercury 
down to W at S a. in. at Poland, Audros- 
coggin. A I- West Milan, New Hampbhire, 
the temperature on the 2d was 3'2.5°, but a 
frost \va-i prevented by fog, Light frost 
was general on the low lauds on the latter 
date, but no damage of amount lias been 
reported. Tho nights continue' too cool 
for corn, and there is not quite suu 
enough for the best ripening of tomatoes, 
but generally crops are advancing in good 
shape. The potato rot has not increased 
1o any 
extent. 
Tobacco is mostly 


harvested, with excellent weather for the 
work; the weather conditions are reported 
very good for curing the crop also. Cran- 
berry picking will be begun to consider- 
able extent this week. Much fall plow- 
ing and seeding is being done, with con- 
ditions trcnerallyfavorable for the work. 
An earthquake w.is^ felt at 
Urecutield 


Hill, Conn., on the morning of the 1st. 
Lightning struck a four-story block at 
Sanford, Me., on the SJth, and did con- 
siderable damage to the building, but 
without seriously injuring any of tho oc- 
cupants. 


More Water beetled. 


Tho weather has beeu mostly fair in 


Maine and favorable for ripening crops 
and for the grain harvest. It has been 
slightly too cool for corn, but that crop is 
in good condition. The grain harvest is 
mostly over, and is very free from rust. 
Potato digging has begun in Aroostook 
county, but the harvest will not be general 
before next week. Potatoes are rotting 
slightly in southern counties. Light rains 
havo kept the top of tho ground moistened 
in most places, but pasture iced is reported 
short, and wells and streams are very low. 
One correspondent in Aroostook county 
reports them the lowest for "3 years. 
Frosts in lo\v la.nils on the mornings of the 
1st and 3d, but no damage has been re- 
ported. 


Corn Is Late. 


At "West Milan, iu Coos county, New 


Hampshire, the temperature \vas o~..V 
from a reliable thermometer ou the morn- 
ing of 
the »dt, but, the correspondent 


states that a heavy fog prevented damage 
to crops. A light frost is reported in low 
lauds from all -sections of the state, but 
•\erylittle diimago was done. Crops are 
ripening we.l. aud harvesting is being 
carried on vigorously. Potatoes are rot- 


' ting to considerable extent. Corn is mak- 


ing a good growth, but is reported later 
than usual; the cool nights check irs 
growth. The weather has been favorable 
for seeding down, and much has boon done. 
Apples arc small and scarce in all the low 
lands, duo to H'he cold weather in the 
spring.' Beans'are ripening fast and are 
in good condition. Fodder corn and Hun- 
garian grass are growing finely. 


Harvesting llegun. 


Considerable cloudy, showery weather 


prevailed in Vermont last week, and \n 
Lamoilc county it, has been injurious to 
the potatoes especially. It has been a 
better week for the growth of crops than 
for harvesting in .this state, but grain is 
now mostly cut, and corn and potato har- 
vesting has begun to a limited extent. 


' Beans and India wheat are being put iu, 


also, and arc iii good condition. Grapes 
are beginning to turn. Corn needs a few 
more days of warm sunshine in most 
places. Meadows aro looking well, and 
pastures are pronounced in good condi- 
tion for the season of the year. One cor- 
respondent in Addison county states that 
that section never had a better season for 
all kinds of crops. 


Pastures Doing Well. 


Two good showers have fallen over 


most of Massachusetts, giving raiu for all 
crops, but not enough to fill up wells and 
springs to an appreciable amount. Mead- 
ows and pastures show the effects of the 
warm weather and rains, r.nd are unusu- 
ally greeu aud good. There are local ac- 
counts of potato decay, but it is not 
serious, and reports indicate that it is not 
increasing. Tobacco is housed and is said 
to bo curing well. Peaches and grapes 
are ripening fast, Cutting of the second 
crop of hay is under way, and silos are be- 
ing filled. Tomatoes require more sun- 
shine. The season which has been so fa- 
vorable for most crops has not been of ad- 
vautago to apples, and now the fruit is 
dropping off badly. Cranberries are color- 
ing slowly, and pickiug has begun or will 
be begun this week on most bogs. 


Ground Very Dry. 


In northwestern Connecticut only mod- 


erate rains have fallen, and the ground 
was in such a dry state that much more is 
needed for pastures and for the best ad- 
vancement of crops, but in central and 
eastern districts sufficient has come for 
everything, and vegetation is fresh and 
crops are ripening nicely. Apples aro 
dropping badly, but in many orchards in 
southwestern Connecticut the tiees are 
loaded with both fall and winter fruit. 
Corn looks well and is maturing fast. 
Gutting has begun in a few places. The 
potato disease seems to have beeu checked 
to considerable extent, but the digging is 
going on in most sections. Tobacco is 
nearly all cut, and in line condition, and 
tho weather is pronounced very favorable 
for curing it. 
Onion pulling is v.'ell 


. along, and in many fields most of tlio 


crop is now under cover. 


Weather Just Biglit. 


The week has been one of good growing 


and ripening weather in Rhode Island, 
and all crops have advanced. A high 
wind prevailed iu southern counties a 
short time on the 2'Jth, but no serious 
damage is reported. Potatoes are found 
not to be rotting very badly.

FOUR CARS TELESCOPED. 


Train Crowded With Pleasure Seekers Run 


Down by Wild Engine. 


Br.OOKL'BN, Sept. 3.—While train No 3, 


drawing 17 cars, which were crowded al- 
most to suffocation by excursionists, was 
standiug at the Woodlaw.n station yester- 
day afternoon, a wildcat engine came 
thiiut* ring along the tracks on its wake, 
aud crashed into the rear car, telescoping 
it. 
Many people saw the engine and 


jumped from the train and thus saved 
their lives. 
The woodwork caught lire 


and was soon ablaze. Four cars were com- 
pletely destroyed before the train hands 
were able to uncouple them. As soon as 
it was detached, the engine drew the 
other cars out of danger. Four cars were 
telescoped by the force of the collision. 


Engine No. 6, which caused the disaster, 


was used for shunting trains at the Sixty- 
fifth street and Third avenue depot of the 
Sea Beach railroad. It became unman- 
ageable and dashed forward, throwing the 
engineer and flreinau from the cab, it was 
stated. It dashed along the track at a 
high rate of speed. Engine No. 3 was in 
charge of Engineer William Mailer and 
1 r^man Harry Janscn. They were ou 
their way to Coney Island. Charles Petit 
was the conductor. No one vras killed 
outright, b.ut 60 people were injured.' 


Of^ the number injured, 33 were taken to 


the Norwegian hospital, four to the Seney 
hospital and two to St. John's hospital. 
At the various hospitals it was said that 
some of the injured would die. 


The police authorities, who have Engi- 


neer Frank Jaecn and Fireman Arthur 
Boss of the runaway engine under arrest, 
gave out a statement that engine No. 0, 
while shifting on the track, was iu danger, 
while going backward, of collision with 
another engine. The engineer, thinking 
it impossible to avoid this collision, re- 
versed, the lever and jumped from the 
train, followed by his fireman. 
Tin 


engine, however, jumped forward almo.si 
immediately, and started dowuHhe trac/. 
at a terrific r.ite Of speed, resulting in tho 
disaster to the train.
